of the negro woman, her mistakes in 
dealing with them, and the possible 
future remedies. 


According to Miss Borornghs. the 


situation was tills: The modem ne- 
gro «irt was in an anomalous posi- 
tion. 
She graduated from high 


school at the age of 16 or 17, pos- 
sessed of a good education that was 
practically worthless to her. There 
were already more teachers than 
there were places for them, and the 
other sources of educated employ- 
ment open to her were distinctly lim- 
ited. The only thing for her to do 
was to become a servant, and this 
•he felt beneath her Ugh standard 
of knowledge. The result was that 
in the majority of eases she did 
nothing at all but become a burden 
to her mother, who, fortunately, 
had not been educated. The only 
answer to this problem, as Miss 
Borrougha saw It, was to raise the 
standard of household service— 
something to be done by the col- 
ored woman alone and not by the 
patronage of white persons. Hence, 
the need of a school that would edu- 
cate the girl and at the same time 
teach her a vocation by which she 
might become self-supporting. 


Miss Borroughs managed to raise 


the first thousand 
dollars, among 


her own friends, and in a little over 
a year another five thousand was 
forthcoming from negroes all over 
the country, 
some sending only 5 


cents or a 2-cent stamp. With this 
six thousand dollars the property at 
Lincoln Heights was bought, includ- 
ing a small dilapedated structure of 
eight rooms. 
From this small be- 


ginning the school baa grown until 
theer are now five cottages, accom- 
modating a hundred and ten pupils 
from twenty-seven states of the 
Union and three foreign countries. 
The courses taught include English, 
domestic science and 
arts, dressr 


making, millinery, manicuring and 
massage, general housekeeping, busi- 
ness, social settlement work and mu- 
sic are required to run the place 
themselves, hiring only one man to 
do the spring plowing and building 
repairs. Meals are prepared by the 
domestic science class, much of the 
clothing Is made by the dressmaking 
class, the girls are manicured once a 
week by the manicuring class and 
coilfnred by the hairdressers. 


One cottage, dedicated by a Chi- 


cago religious denomination is used 
exclusively for practical housekeep- 
ing. 
The first floor, containing a 


living room, dining 
room, kitchen 


and butler's 
pantry, 
is furnished 


simply but correctly, while the sec- 
ond floor contains six well-arranged 
bedrooms. 
Here each 
girl takes 


her turn 
In 
performing 
certain 


duties of the household. One week 
ehe 
Is housekeeper, 
planning the 


meals and overseeing the work of the 
others; the next week she may be 
chambermaid or cook, the next week 
parlor maid, and so on until she has 
learned every line connected with 
tbe keeping of a model house. At 
any time it may be announced that 
they are to entertain actual visitors 
from Pennsylvania, Mississippi or 
Kentucky, who are to be house 
guests for tbe week, in which case 
the housekeeper makes her arrange-

These, Miss Bonrroughs thinks, of- 
ten make the best students, and the 
ones who accomplish the most after 
they leave school. But occasionally 
there to one whose family has a lit- 
tle money and thereby the impres- 
sion that actual labor is degrading. 
Miss Borroughs soon discharges this 
opinion. 
Indefatigable herself, she 


has no patience with the unenergette. 
She marches thto pupil up to one of 
the hardest tasks on the place and, 
in her own phraseology, lets her 
have a definite understanding with 
work. Not only does she have to 
work, but she baa to display the 
school spirit of doing it cheerfully, 
even proudly. The first fact instill- 
ed into the girls when they arrive 
is that no work to menial. 


Neither does Miss Burroughs sym- 


pathize with complaints concerning 
race prejudice and lack of oppor- 
tunity. Intensely loyal to her race 
she is at the same time Intensely 
aware of 
its short-comings. 
She 


does not think that color has any 
thing to do with opportunity, and 
she so Instructs the pupils in her 
talks in morning chapel. 
"If we 


prove that we can do one thing wel 
and better than anybody else, other 
avenues will open up to us. Let us 
not be content to sulk and condemn 
such prejudice; rather, let us elim 
inate it by showing what we can do 
to help ourselves." Miss Burroughs 
to her own best argument in favor 
of thto philosophy.
